While the stood with one baud grasping 
the handle of the baby buggy in which her 
U»months-old child wan lying, 'V(n. Josef 
Dunk, of Winthrop Harbor, Saturday af- 
ternoon received a fatal wound when the 
Winchester rifle which her husband was 
unloading discharged and the targe bullet 
tore through tier left knee. 

Mn. Durik was taken to the McAllister 
hospital in Waukegan at 9 o'clock Satur- 
day night and nt II o'clock she died. 

The accident happened about 4:80 Satur- 
day afternoon. Durik was" unloading a 
large bore Winchester rifle. 'Just a few 
feet away, his wife stood' watching bim. 
With one hand she pushed a baby baggy 
to and fro. In the buggy was an 11* 
months-old child. 

Durik took two shells from the magazine 
of the rifle. The third shell exploded and 
with a cry, Mr*. Durik sank to t ho ground. 
The bullet had torn through her left knee, 
completely shattering it and tearing a large 
bole through the knee. 

Durik frantically called for aid and Dr. 
Bellows of Waukegan wim immediately 
telephoned for. He went to Winthrop 
Huxbon on the electric, and was met there 
.with ii horse and "buggy. Then he was 
taken to the Durik home. 

The family lives just over the state line 
in Wisconsin, north of Winthrop Harbor 
and directly on the bluff.' 

In thn meantime neighbors had done 
what they could, hut h terrible loss of blood 
bad been suffered by the woman. 

It was S:!JQ when Dr. Bellow's reached 
the woman. He attended her and at 6:30 
telephoned for the Larson S: Conrad am 
but n nee. and the woman was taken to the 
Jane McAIUter hospital, arriving at nine 
in the evening. 

The shock and the. great Ion of blood 
proved too much for her and at 11 o'clock 
she died. 

At the inquest the b inland told the com- 
plete story of the accident. Ha stated that 
bia wife was only 26 years old! They have 
three small children, The father is em- 
ployed ns'n blacksmith in Winthrop (Har- 
bor. .

Fire Is of Llnkno-vn, Origin Put Started 
Near the Roof, 

Saturday evening between the hours of 
eight and nine o'clock' the- residents of | 
our town were aroused by the cry of fire | 
followed by the loud clanging of the Eire 
bell. 

The fire proved to be in tbo . bam be- 
longing to J, J. Morley, situated directly 
back of his saloon on Main street. 

When the fire was discovered the whole 
roof of the building was ablaze, but us it 
seemed to have caught somewhere in the 
upper part of the barn there was sufficient 
time in which to remove the horse, wagon 
etc., before the heat drove ,them back. 

A bucket brigade was hastily formed 
and the hose cart rushed to the scene. 

Before the fire was discovered it had 
trained such headway that it was useless 
to try 'to auve the burning building and 
the firemen turned their attention to 
othernearby buildings to save them from 
catching fire from the heat and sparks. 

The building that was in the most dan- 
ger was a new, bam belonging to L. B. 
Grlcflrf which stood between, thirty and 
forty feet east .of the' Morley barn, and 
it was only by much hard labor that it 
was saved, from destruction. At one 
time it was smoking and it was quite 
badly scorched near the eaves, 

The origin of the fire is unknown, but 
it is supposed that it was caused by some 
person who was smoking, draping either a 
burning match or the lighted stub of a 
cigar. 

Fortunately there was no wind or it 
would have been impossible ' to have pre* 
vented the fire from spreading, and had it 
once sained headway among the num- 
erous barns and aheda in all probability 
a considerable portion of the west side of 
Main street would |, have been wiped 
out, , 

.The barn 'was full of alfalfa, hay, the 
last of which had been placed time Satur- 
day afternoon, 

Fred Porter was also a looser by the fire, 
as he. had most of his clothing in the 
building and it was consumed by the 
flames. 

' The barn was a complete loss as there 
was no Insurance on either the barn or 
its contents. .Mr. Morley will erect a 
new barn at once, but he has not at yet 
decided whether it will.be of brick or 
cement blocks.

Intbiswdy.it 
is hoped to overcome a threatened deficit 
in the form's treasury and to make it pos- 
sible to increase the number of boys in its. 
charge.. 

The furni. under the direction of Capt. 
Edward L. Bradley, cares for fifty delin- 
quent boys, taken from! the bar of the 
Juvenile court at the ensh of their lives. 
Its purpose is to give these neglected chil- 
dren a square deal— a home, good influ- 
ences, discipline and work. In their little 
community they become their own judgeB, 
their own prosecutors, and they are thus 
tnugfat the ideas of good citizenship. ' 

The association takes charge of them at 
the. average age of seven years, and exer- 
ciser control over them until their ure 21: 
Many of the graduates are impositions of 
trust iu Chicago, and one oE 'them was 
president of his class at Lake Forest TTrii- 
vemty last year. The expense of main- 
taining the flfty'.boya and their school is 
11,000 a month. /

•PRIMARY LAW IS 

THROWN OUT 

Of more interest than candidates and 
platforms at the preseut time is the fate. of 
the primary law which has been before the 
Supreme court for a /number of months 
where its .validity has been questioned and 
attacked on many lines. 

Since the death of Justice Wilkin the 
court lias consisted most of the time of six 
members and term after term has passed 
without a decision in the primary case. 
This has led to the well fouuded belief that 
the count was, n tie. Judge Dunn who 
succeeded Judge Wilkin entered upon his 
duties at the June term aud in the long 
interim between that and the October term 
it is believed, that at least fourof the 
judges will come to some' agreement on the 
iprimary case. s ' , 

• There Tin feeling iu all political circles 
that the Inw will be' declared unconstitu- 
tional. Some candidates for office' will 
welcome such a decision. Others will not 
but if such a -decision' is rendered . eom e 
iulcrestidg points will bob to the surface. 
By the time the court ; adjourns in Octo- 
ber the legislature will probably have com- 
pleted its work and adjourned' so that if. 
an ad versa decision is handed down the 
Governor will. have to call. ah extra session 
If any thing is don o to -replace the Inw. 

■ Whether anything but a'direct'prlhinry 
law could be patsed'or not is a; very seri- 
ous 'question; tt is v believed' that any- 
thing short of slvuoa PUto direct "primary 
law would meet defeat, , but; on the other 
hand it li equally as .probable that a direct 
primary" bill would not muster rainy, more 
than a 'majority. 



Tines Pierce Chest But Accident Will Not 
. Prove Fatah 

While pitching hay on the Keith farm 
on Sheridan Road near Waukegan Satur- 
day afternoon, 'Jesse Smith, a nineteen 
year old boy. felt on a pitchfork, one tang 
of which penetrated his chest, -just" above 
his heart. 

He ts at present at the hospital and la 
resting easy, although his wound is a dan- 
gerous one. 

Just how the accident happened is not 
known. The boy states that he was pitch- 
ing hay when either by slipping or the 
overturning of the stack on which he was 
working he fell and struck on the fork. • 

The point penetrated the chest cavity 
deeply, just above the heart. Had it 
struck a little lower, almost instant death 
would! have resulted.' 

The boy was hurried to Dr. Knight's 
office where the wound' was 'dressed, and 
was afterward token' to the hospital, 

He has been in this country about six 
months. 



I The-deadlv anthrax ia spreading among 
the cattle of Lake County. First reports 
.were scanty and did not show facts in re- 
cord to the district in which the plague 
got its start and reached its present cli- 
max. 

I Now a tabulation of losses shows over 
thirty cattle prey to the disease and the 
state' of Illinois, has intervened to save the 
herds of Lake County 
.Reports that anthrax hod invaded the 
herds, first reached this section last week, 
but could not be substantiated. 

A careful investigation shows that the 
looses so far are confined to a section about 
Gilmer, Dike County III. 
. The losses are as follows, H. W. Scbwer- 
oiann, herd of II dead, also 5 hogs and 
three more cows ill. Henry Popp, lost 1 
of his herd, others sick. H. Younker, 5 
cattle dead. Mrs. Kurz, lost 1. ' 
, The rapidity with which the pest gets 
iu its work may be judged from the fact 
that one of the Schwermann cattle went 
-to the trough to get a drink of water, 
turned its' head as it reached the water and 
dropped dead on the spot. 

Dr. Butterfietd, a veterinary of Liberty- 
ville, who is assistant deputy state veter- 
inary, has been dispatched to the scene by 
the state veterinary. 
'-'He makes-the admission that 'the cattle 
disease is really anthrax, and is burying 
all carcasses with quicklime to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

It is usual to burn the carcases as when 
when they ure burned without lime, the 
anthrax bacillus permeates the soil and 
travels for miles' on the dust and in the 
winds, so. that its spread even in a day 
may be something terrific. 

Where cattle are killed the state apprais- 
es the carcass and payB the farmer a fair 
price for the beef. 

There was au anthrax epidemic between 
three and five years ago, in the same dis 
trict-and the germs were traced to hides 
brought to the tannery at Barrington from 
out west, or in fact from all the states of 
the union.. 

It is believed that the tannery is also 
responsible for this epidemic, the hides of 
cattle infected with anthrax being the 
cause.' 

The anthrax bacillus will also affect the 
constitution of mau and is deadly. 

Veterinary Butterfield is resorting to 
vaccination among the cattle about Gil* 
oier, and has already vaccinated scare* to 
ward of the anthrax bv innoculation. 
This iB the only approved preventative .for 
the disease the ravages of which are so 
terrible and rapid.

Postmaster General von Myer has (tone to 
the trouble of having notices printed for 
posting in all postoffices. calling the atten- 
tion of the public to the fact that written 
mesfuiges cannot bu put inside of merchan- 
dise or papers that are mailed nt the one 
cent rate. In doing this small thing, be is 
really showing an interest in the smaller 
and more ignorant patrons of the mails. 
There is a mandatory fine of not less than 
$10 for this offense, though many people, 
and some not very ignorant either, never 
heard of the law. Bat ignorance is not ac- 
cepted at an excuse, nod the post office last 
year collected >59,0ft5 in fines on this line 

■ (done, mostly from poor people who could 
ill afford to lose the money. With notices 
posted calling attention to the taw it will 
be a citizen's own fault if he does not ob- 
serve it. The step is a small ono, as has 

-been said, but it probably wilt save many 
thousand dollars in the aggregate to a class 
ot citizens whQfbave not man; dollars to 
squander in fines. 



Quite a large section of the press is try- 
in*,' to get up a states rights excitement 
over the railroad rate situation. Several 
• of the states have passed railroad legislation 
affecting the lines within their own bor- 
ders and in some of the slates the railroads* 
have declined to recognize the new law, 
holding that railroad legislation is a federal 
function and that individual states have 
made their mandatory rates so low as to 
nmonnt to confiscation, which is' of course 
contrary to the constitution. The first 
Htate in which there has been an obsolute 
clash of state and federal authority has 
been in North Carolina, where Judge Long, 
the state judge, has- fined the railroad 
8*0,000 for nonobservaoce of the two cent 
fare law and has sentenced two of the 
ticket agents to work in the chain-gang Jn 
lieu of their paying a fine. Judge Prich- 



iml of the federal court bus Allowed 11 writ 
of hnben* corpus anil released the agent*, 
declaring the state law unconstitutional. 
On this conflict of nutborily the excitement 
is luised. As n matter of fnct, there is not 
the least excuso for. hyiti-rics. By the ac- 
tion of the state and federal courts, the 
question of law in the case has been square- 
ly nod promptly raised. Nobody expects 
to see the governor of North Carolina call 
out the militia to keep the erring- ticket' 
agents in the chnin-gang. Neither need 
anyone expect to see federal troops invade 
the soil of North Carolina to uphold Judge 
Prichard'a decision. The case will simply 
go to the Supreme Court of the United 
States and probably will be on the docket 
for a prompt hearing owing to id import- 
ance. -Before the case gets a chance to 
come to a hearing the American public 
will probably have bad forty other sensa- 
tions to interest it and when the decision of 
the Supreme Court is rendered, (he news- 
papers will have to print a column of ex- 
planation along with it to remind people 
what it is all about, 'It may seem ungra* 
ciour. but really, we cannot work up any 
excitement worth mentioning on the sub- 
ject of state rights."

Boise, Idaho.— Into tho bright sun- 
light of a beautiful -Sabbath morning 
William D. Haywood, defendant in 
ono of tbo moat noted trials Involving 
conspiracy mid murder that tho coun- 
try* has over known, walked Sunday 
a free man, acquitted of tho murder of 
the former Gov, Frank Stcunenberg. 

The probability of n verdict of ac- 
quittal in tho caso of the secretary- 
treasurer and acknowledged loader of 
the Western Federation of Minors had 
been freely predicted since Saturday, 
when Judge Fremont Wood read hla 
charge, which waa regarded aa strong' 
ly favoring tho defense la Its Interpre- 
tation of the laws of conspiracy, cir- 
cumstantial evidence and the corrobo- 
ration of an accomplice who confesses. 

It was also freely predicted that in 
the event of Haywood's acquittal tho 
state would abandon the prosecution 
of his associates, Charles II. Moyer, 
the president of the federation, and 
George A. Pettlbone, of Denver. 
Statements from counsel and from 



acquittal belongs to tho same fra- 
ternal organization that I do. There 
was some talk of a compromise on a 
second degree verdict, but wo would 
not stand for that— It had to bo ac* 
qulttal or I would havo stayed thore 
forever."

DISASTER IN TENEMENT QUAR- 
TER OF NEW YOHK CITY. 



Explosion and Flames Wreck Build- 
ing— Victims Are Caught Under 
Blazing Walls. 



New York.— Nearly 100 panic- 
stricken men,' women and .children 
fought to escape from a burning East 
Side tenement that was . wrecked by 
an explosion late Sunday night, and 
In the mad scramble at least 14- wore 
killed and a score . or more Injured, 
half of thorn fatally. 

The horror waa a repetition of the 
periodical blnzo that sweeps through 
the densoly populated foreign section 
of the city,, and is almost Invariably 
attended with panic and death. ' The 
wrecked building was at 222 Christie 
street, where a six-story tenement rose 
above tho grocery store basement An 
explosion as yet unaccounted for, tore 
out the front of the building and tho 
Are that followed caught tho 20 fam- 
ilies, numbering about 100 persons, 
while most of them were sound asleep. 

Of tho Injured many jumped from 
tho windows, others wore caught by 
falling timbers, many naif suffocated 
by smoke were dragged from the hall- 
ways, while others . received their 
wounds during the panic and mad tight 
among each other for an exit 
>Tho tenement was occupied chiefly 
by 'Italians. A passerby waa attracted 
by the explosion which- apparently oc- 
curred on the basement floor. As he 
turned -toward the building the whole' 
front," with Its flimsy fire" escapes, -fell 
Into tho street, and from the sagging 
floors a score ot half awakened per-' 
sons wore dropped Into the street 
Many of these wore badly hurt, but 
they proved to be the .more fortunate 
of the tenants; for In another moment 
the building was wrapped In flames and 
the cries of persons burning to donth 
rent the air. In tho wild panic' that 
followed ' many received mortal' In- 
juries. 

Of tbo dead and dying a largo part 
are women and children, In the 
scramble, for an exit and safety, the 
stronger' In most cases survived.

' Kansas „Clty, Mo.— Hoteaa, Ida 
and Llda Conley, sisters, and Wy- 
andotte Indians, began an armed 
guard Thursday over the graves of 
their ancestors In Huron cemetery In. 
Kansas: City, Kan., and "threaten to 
Bhoot the- first person who may at- 
tempt to. remove the. bodies. 

Congress authorized the sale of the 
cemetery, set asldo for many years as 
a tribal burying ground, and a division 
of tbo money among tie . remaining 
members of tho Wyandotte tribe, first 
removing the bodies. The Coaleyglrls 
say they won't permit the graves to 
be touched and they began the erec- 
tion of a shanty on tho outskirts of the 
cemetery. * Miss Helena Conley, who 
was superintending the building, said:

Acting Secretary of Interior Woodruff 

Calls Attention of Geological 

Survey. 

Washington. — Thoro In absolute- 
ly no necessity and itttlo danger ot 
a coal famine In tbo west nnd 
northwest Bft-declares Acting Secre- 
tary Wood run* of the Intorlor depart- 
ment in a statement Issued Friday 
concerning tho coal area • as devel- 
oped by tho geological sarvey. Ho 
'says: 

"Not Including great areas of lig- 
nite, which will bo mined only utter 
Urn mora vnluablo coal deposits aro 
exhausted, the geological survey has 
determined that there. are townships . 
In tho states and territories wost of 
South Dakota, Nebraska nhd Kansas, 
aggregating In all over 00,000,000 
acres of land, each township of which 
contains, under Its entlro surface or 
part of It workable deposit* . of, 
coal. This' work has been taken 
up with tho utmost vigor during tho 
present year and : townships contain* 
Ing more than 23,003,000 acres In 
which workable coal exists have been 
examined and classified.' 

/'When 'ono. remembers that these 
classified arena are most conveniently 
situated with reference to -transporta- 
tion and' settled districts and . that 
e'very acre of them Is subject to pur' 
chsso from tho government under the 
coal laud laws, and has boon for sev- 
eral months; also that, tha Northern 
Pacific Railroad company alone Is 
reputed to have In Its own posses's(oa 
land containing' over 1300,000,000 
worth of coal, and also that many 
hundred thousand acrei of coal land 
scattered throughout tbn entire re- 
gion containing coal have already 
passed in to '* private holding -and •• in • 
many Instances contain large mining 
plants, It Is easy to too that if there 
Is to be a .coal famine next winter. 
such a famine will result only from 
failure to mine , the coal which Is 
easily accessible, either by grant to 
railroads, purchase In the past by In- 
dividuals and companies, or entry at 
the present time under tbo laws. 

"The geological' survey has 16 par- 
ties of trained ox perts advantageously 
scattered over tho cntlrti region con-; 
tniotng coal. Thcso. mining engineers 
are dally adding to the areas classi- 
fied and opened -to 'entry. It Is be- 
lieved that by November 1 nil land 
In the public land states known to 
contain workable deposits of coal will 
be classified and BUbJect to entry.".' 

Mr. Woodruff expresses tho hope 
that the next congress, may enact a 
leasing' law which will permit com- 
panies to acquire contra* or more than 
the 610 acres now allowed to bo pur- 
chased. 

~ Or tho' coal land still held by tho 
government over 25,000,000 acres is 
held' at tho minimum prices of ten 
dollars and $20 per acre, over 230,000 
at JDO and over 30,000 at 976. This Is 
In accordance with the' classification 
made, by the survey.
